HIS renews the Requeſt which J made to you laſt Year, con- 
cerning Collecting the Account of the Names and Sufferings 
of the Sequeſtred Clergy in the late Times of the Great 
Rebellion. 

Although I printed off Queries enough to go to each Pariſh in 
the Kingdom ; and Humbly requeſted each Archdeacon (by a print- 
ed Letter) to take the Care of them, and get them diſpers'd in their 
ſeveral Diſtricts: Yet that Method hath hitherto ſcarce added two 
hundred Names to thole Collections which I had before by other 
means gotten together. | 

It is not improbable that the Neglects of ſome Apparators (as not 


having taken duc care to diſperſe thoſe Queries) may have partly oc- 


caſionꝰd this. But the more General Cauſes of it ſeem to be theſe - 
That the Clergy at this great diſtance of Time, cannot get ſuch 


Compleat and Exact Accounts as they could wiſh ; and therefore 


chuſe rather not to ſend any thing at all, than what is thus Lame 
and Imperfect. And that Thoſe who poſſibly could procure ſome 


Tolerable Accounts of the Sufferings of their Predeceſſors, want to 


be Perſonally apply'd to, before they will give themſelves the trouble 
of Collecting and ſending them. 

This laſt, a very Reverend Archdeacon (who hathalmoſt compleat. 
ed the Account of his own Archdeaconry) aſſures me was the Caſe 
of his own Clergy : And this I have found (to my no {mall trou- 
ble) by Experience, to be the Caſe of moſt of the Clergy of our own 
County. | * | | 
Permit me therefore, Honoured Mr. Archdeacon, Humbly to 
Requeſt, that you would either in your own Perſon (or by your 
Surrogate, at the next Viſitation in the Spring) Acquaint the Clergy, 
That even Broken and Imperfect Accounts (ſo they may be well 
atteſted) of the Sufferings of your Predeceſſors, being all that can 
1 expected at this diſtance of Time, will be very accep. 
table. 

That where no Accounts at all can be had of their other ill U- 
ſage and Treatment; In ſuch Caſes the Bare Names of ſuch as were 


(together with the Names of their Pariſhes and the Coun- 


ties) will be of great Uſe and Service to my Undertaking, and be 


moſt Thankfully receiv'd. And becauſe few or none of the Clergy, 


will probably think it worth their while to trouble Mr. Clavell with 
a Poſt-Letter, to inform me only of the Name of their Sequeſtred 
Predeceſlor ; Therefore, might I be pardon'd, I would moſt Earneſtly
